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Statutes would Dye of Courfe; this Bur. 
barous and Bloody AG, for { can call it no 
other, of Inmmuring M-n Alive, Starving 
Innocent People, and ‘Torturing Families, 
would, to the Eternal Scandal of the Con- 
trivers, be Damn’d, as it deferves, as a 
Praétice not heard of, in any Nation in 
the World. 

I cangot but fay, I believe the Contri- 
vers of that Law, aim’d at Expofing this 
Nation to the World: That we being for- 
merly a People Famous for Generolity 
and Mercy, to the Miferable , that Abomi- 
nated Cruelty, even to the worft Malefa-

Exclin’d to. Compaffion, .who had then 
the Conduét of Publick Affairs.

Men of Honefty or Hue 
manity will be feen to make ufe of it. 
To talk of Humanity and Mercy, and 
Confine Men to Perpetual Imprifunment — 
for Debt, and that Men who cannot pay - 
too, as well as they that can, Men Ruin'd 
by known Difafter,as well as Men of Fraud }
